Accompanying his declaration waa 


a brief pronouncement accentuating 


the outstanding issues on which he 


will go into every state in the Union 
in his tight for national delegates. 
The two great issues, as he puts 
them, are: 
The age-old contest be­ 
tween the forces of “ reaction” and 
“ progress” in 
domestic affairs, and 
the 
overshadowing 
question 
as 
to 
whether the United States shall con­ 
tinue on the program laid down by 
\ \ ashington and associates, or wheth­ 
er the nation shall now "em bark on a 
career of foreign entanglements that 
may mean its disintegration.” 
The very existence of the R epubli­ 
can party, Johnson declared, is threat­ 
ened by the “ forces of reaction” al 
Washington. 
One the one .side in this 
crisis of the republic, he said, are ar­ 
rayed the ultra-conservative, “ resist­ 
ing the 
march of the human 
race 
along the highway of progress,’ and 
on the other side the force that rec­ 
ognises .¡I! existing rights, hut is for­ 
ward-looking. 
The foreign policy of the nation, 
lie stated, is perhaps of greater im­ 
portance at this hour than our domes­ 
tic 
difficulties. 
“ I 
am against 
the 
league of nations and all its subsidi­ 
aries,” 
his statement 
reads. 
“ We 
would help Europe in any rational 
way. 
W e would continue to alleviate 
suffering, clothe the naked, teed the 
hungry, but we would ever be 
sole judge of our own actions, 
arbiter of our destiny.”

« v e ry state of the union, 
“ in those 
states,” he adds, “ where the voters 
m ay express their preference the is 
sue can be definitely decided, and 
hope all candidates will participate

No man who aspires to the highest 
office in 
the gift of the Am erican 
people should shrink from a verdict 
by those he seeks

idency whom the people do not want.” 
Senator 
Johnson 
made 
his 
an­ 
nouncement in his suite in the Drake 
hotel. 
None of his political chiefs 
was present. 
He will leave for W ash­ 
ington today and return to Chicago 
on Nov. 27 to deliver his message to 
the people at the Cook county real 
estate banquet. 
“ At that time,” he 
said, “ I w ill take up all the issues that 
must be fought out in this campaign 
and will make myself clear as to just 
where 
I stand, as 
I 
always 
have 
done.” 
Senator Johnson also made it clear 
that he w ill not make the mistake he 
did In 19211, when he recognized “ fav­ 
orite sons” and kept out of the pri­ 
maries in many states. 
“ There w ill 
foe no favorite sons this time as far 
as I am concerned,” he said. 
“ Eve ry 
atate w ill be a battle ground where 
there may be opposition.

Will Go Into Every State. 


Chicago, 
Nov. 16.— Toited 
States 
Senator Hiram W. Johnson of Cali­ 
fornia formally announced hip candi­ 
dacy for the Republican nomination 
for president. 


Accompanying his declaration was 


a brief pronouncement accentuating 
th♦ ■ outstanding issues on which he 
will go into every state in the Union 
in his light for national delegates. 
The two great issues, as he puts 
them, are: 
The age-old contest be 
tween the forces of “ reaction" and 
“ progress'’ in domestic affairs, aud 
the 
overshadowing 
question 
as 
to 
whether the United States shall con­ 
tinue on the program laid down by 
Washington and associates, or wheth­ 
er the nation shall now “ embark on a 
career of foreign entanglements that 
may mean its disintegration." 
The very existence of the Republi­ 
can party, Johnson declared, is threat­ 
ened by the “ fortes of reaction" at 
Washington. 
One the one .-ade in this 
crisis of the republic, he said, are ar­ 
rayed the ultraconservative, “ resist­ 
ing the march of the human race 
along the highway of progress,’’ and 
on the other side the force that rec- 
ognii.es ail existing rights, but is for- 
ward-looki ng. 
The foreign polity of the nation, 
he stated, is perhaps of greater im­ 
portance at this hour than our domes­ 
tic difficulties. 
“ I ain against 
the 
league of nations and all its subsidi­ 
aries,” his statement 
reads. 
“ We 
would help Europe in any rational 
way. 
We would continue to alleviate 
suffering, clothe the naked, feed the 
hungry, but we would ever be the 
eole judge of our own actions, the 
arbiter of our destiny.“ 
The senator announced 
that 
he 
would appeal to the 
electorate 
in 
every state of the union. 
“ In those 
states,” he*, adds, “ where the voters 
may express their preference the is 
sue can be definitely decided, and I 
hope all candidates will participate 
In the presidential preference 
pri 
inarles, 
Including 
California, 
ami 
cheerfully Acquiesce in 
tin* 
result. 
N?o man who aspires to the highest 
office in the gift of the American 
people should shrink from a verdict 
by those he seeks 
to 
serve; and 
equally, none is entitled to the pres­ 
idency whom the people do not want." 
Senator 
Johnson 
made 
his 
an­ 
nouncement In hLs suite in the Drake 
hotel. 
None of his political chiefs 
was present 
He will leave for Wash­ 
ington today and return to Chicago 
on Nov. 27 to deliver his message to 
the people at the Cook county real 
estate banquet. 
“ At that time,” he 
said, “ I will take up all the issues that 
must be fought out tu this campaign 
and will make myself clear as to just 
where I stand, as 
I 
always have 
•done." 
Senator Johnson also made it clear 
that he will not make the mistake he 
did In 192D, when he recognized “ fav­ 
orite sons” and kept out of the pri­ 
maries in many states. 
“ There will 
he no favorite sons this time as far 
as I ani concerned.'' he said. 
“ Every 
state will be a battu 
ground where 
there may be opposition. 
This is a 
campaign In which the people will 
determine the result."

W hat Records of Ohio Utilities Com­ 
mission Show So Far This Year. 
Columbus, Nov. JC —Records of the 
stat*1 utilities commission show that 
184 persons have been killed at rail­ 
road crossings so far this year. when 
automobiles were hit. 
This compila­ 
tion does not include horse-drawn ve­ 
hicles, except the Rootstown (Port­ 
age county) accident, which cost the 
lives of eight children and the injury 
of four others. The commission trans­ 
mitted the report to Director of Edu- 
t ation Riegel, with a request that he 
call it to the attention of every coun­ 
ty superintendent anil school board 
in the slate.
